Rohbery, a possible case of jeal- 
ousy, an old enemy and a student, 
either inflamed with hatred against 
the dead instructor or caught rifling 
a desk from which ‘examination pa- 
pers were missed, were the only mo- 
tives police had to go on and all led 
to nothing. 

One Student Under Suspicion. 

One student is under suspicion, of- 
ficers said tonight, but beyond that 
they refuse to talk.- It is known, 
however, that members of the student 
body have openly discussed the sus- 
picion which is against this man. 
By a strange twist of chance, the 
killing was committed in a_ building 
rich with the legend of the old uni- 
The agronomy building, in 
which Mr. Turner Was found dying, 


was built in 1855 as a goyernmient | 


arsenal, and bears the popular repu- 
tation of being “haunted.” 

With a drigsling rain falling today 
and massive ogks dripping with mois- 
ture, flanking it on all sidés, the old 
structure seemed a fitting stage for a 
crime as brutal as the slaying com- 
mitted there yesterday. 

Time He Was Slain. 

It was establislied during the in- 
quest today that the slain instructor 
was attacked between 7:10 and 8:15 
Sunday morning. He left his quar- 
ters at 7:10 and at about 8:15 was 
found dying in the entrance hall of 
the. agronomy building, by, R. G. 
Markham, his assistant. 

Emile J. Raffo, a student, appeared 
a moment later and aided the assist- 
ant in getting the unconscious man 
a hospital, where he died two hours 
ater. 

The hand ax, which is believed to 
have been used in the killing and 
which was found lying near the body 
with a blood-stained smear on 


Photographic reproductions of the 
stains upon it indicate the = slayer 
wore gloves or destroyed any tell-tale 
finger prints ‘before dropping the 
weapon. 

Relatives of the dead man came to 
Baton Rouge today from Alabama 
and Illinois and claimed the body. It 
will be sent to Plymouth, -Tll., the 
home of his family, for burial. .

With Germany’s Signa- 
ture, Inviolability of the 
Rhine Frontier of France 
Will Be Guaranteed. 


BERLIN MUST ENTER 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Belgium Is Fourth Mem- 
ber of Pact—Poland and 
Czecho- Slovakia Disap- 
pointed Over Result. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Geneva, June 8—Great Britain 
and France reached a complete accord 
today on the problems of European 
security, and if Gerniany, te whom 
the accord soon will be sent, agrees 
to the conditions, a four-power pact 
will come into being, based on the in- 
violability of the Rhine frontiers as 
delimited by the* Versailles treaty. 

The pact will include Great Brit- 
ain, France, Belgium and Germany. 
Italy is not included, though the text 
will be communicated to her out of 
courtesy, and Poland and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia are not directly affected, 
though they will benefit by the oper- 
ation of France's alliance with them. 

The next step in the negotiations 
will be the despatch by France to 
Germany, also in behalf of Great 
Britain and Belgium, of a letter re- 
plying to Germany’s offer to negoti- 
ate a pact of guarantees for the Ger- 
man frontiers bordering on Frrnce 
and Belgium. 

Poles, Czechs Are Disappointed. 

There are some indications of dis- 
appointment in Polish: and Czecho- 
Slovakian circles that their countries 
do not specifically enter the domain 
of the proposed pact. 

It is understood that Great Brit- 
ain agrees to come to the support of 
France with her entire’ military, 
naval and air forees in case France 
is attacked, or in case of any azg- 
gression across the Khime district. 
This constitutes an elafforation of an 
obligation already contained in = the 
Versailles treaty wherebr the allies 
agree to regard as a hostile act any 
infringement of the demilitarized zone 
between France and Germany. 

Revives Wilson Agreement. 

Great Britain gives rébirth to the 
old Wilson tripartite act, on the 
ground that her national interests de- 
mand peace in western Europe. She 
declines to commit herself to. guaran- 
tees concerning Germany's eastern 
frontiers, because she realizes that the 
British dominions would not approve 
of such a commitment. 

Italy’s exclusion from the pact is 
due to the fact that it is based on 
the Rhineland, and Italy is free to 


| make a separate agreement with Aus- 


trin and Germany. 

The conclusion of the Rh’ eland 
pact is conditional on Germany's en- 
tering the league of nations, and this 
agreement, like the othefs, will be 
linked: with league covenant and op- 
erate under it.

Washington, June 8.—(By the As- 
sociated=Press.)—The railroad labor 
board can compel the attendance of 
a witness subpoenaed to appear be- 
fere it only through the federal dis- 
trict court where the witness may 
live or may be found, or punish those 
Witnesses who appear and refuse to 
testify only through the federal G‘s- 
trict court having jurisdiction in the 
place wh@re the hearing is held. 


The supreme court in effect placed 
these limitation on the board's ac- 
tivities today, reversing the decision 
of the federal district court at Chi- 
«ago. directing D. B. Robertson, liv- 
ing in @leveland, Ohio, to gppear be- 
for the board at Chicago in response 
to a subpoena that had been served 
upon him. 
The government contended that it 
was the intention in congress in cre- 
ating the board to permit it to ap- 
ly to any district court to enforce 
its subpoena and compel the testi- 
mony of witnesses. ‘The. supreme 
court, however, declared that the law 
authorizing the board to invoke the 
nid “of any United States district 
court” meant qny such court of com- 
ent jurisdiction, and, in an opinion 
»y Justice Brandeis, pointed out that 
it had been consistently held that 
the jurisdiction, of a federal district 
court did not extend beyond its own 
district. 
BOARD NOW USELESS. 
SAYS RAIL UNION HEAD. 
Detroit, June 8.—(By the Asso- 
cinted Press.) —The decision of the 
United States supreme court today, 
that a federal district court cannot 
compel a person living in another 
district ‘to appear as a witness be- 
fore the railroad labor board, ren- 
ders the board a “useless and expen- 
sive federal tribunal,” according to 
Tavid B. Robertson, of Cleveland, 
president of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen and Enginemen.

NEW-RULES ADOPTED 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Washington, June 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)——-The supreme court 
toda romulgated the new set of 
reguiations made necessary by legis- 
lation passed at the last session of 
congress to give it greater discretion- 
ary latitude in determining what cases 
it will review, and to bring about a 
considerable reduction in its burden.. 

Chief Justice Taft also gave notice 
that, when the court reassembles for 
its next term, October 5, the origi- 
nal docket, which carries a number 


called with a view to eliminating all 
cases which are not prosecuted with 
reasonable diligence. 

One of the most drastic changes in 
the court’s new rules, which take 
effect July 1, and render obsolete 
those now in force, amends the regu- 
lations governing admission to prac- 
tice before the court. Justice Van 
deVanter, selected by the court to 
explain the rules, said that despite 
commendable cooperation on the part 
of members of the bar to see that 
applicants for admission possessed the 
necessary qualifications, it has been 
found that men under sentence and 
others disbarred in their home states 
fad been admitted to membership. 

New Rule Is Stringent. 

Because of this. condition, he: as- 
serted, the court has introduced a rule 
which requires that an applicant pos- 
sessing the necessary qualifications 
shall file with the clerk of the court 
a certificate from the presiding judge 
or clerk of the highest court of the 
state, where he is admitted to prac- 
tice, showing that he possesses the 
requisite qualifications, and shall also 
file a personal statement showing the 
date and place of his birth, the names 
of his parents, his place of residence, 
and office address, the courts of last 
resort to which he has been admitted, 
the places where he lias been a prac- 
titioner, and if he is not a native 
born citizen, the date and place of his 
naturalization. After this has been 
done, the applicant must find a mem-

he far the present has triumph- 
ed and until the figures of the agri- 
cultural department can be trans- 
muted into bales of cotton there 
seems to be but little likelihood of 
any serious decline in the price of 
the staple that appeals to be wanted 
all over the world. 

But the predominance of the pres- 
ent has not disturbed the faith that 
séme seem to feel in a crop of 15,- 
(00,000 bales and the depressing ef- 
fect that such a supply will have 
upon prices. 

With those who are able to fore- 
see the future so confidently there 
is no use quarreling, but from time 
to time they may do well to con- 
sider what would happen if the 
world became persuade that the 
crop was not likely to exceed 12,- 
000,000 bales.

So many Americans have liked to 
sit down in my room and talk to me, 
to let- ny atmosphere, so unlike theirs, 
wrap them round. They liked to hear 
about my life and thodghts, about my 
habits, the work I am trying to do, 
about my struggles and hopes. An 
‘T think every one, man and woman, 
remained my friends, remembered me 
afterward, as I did them, with a 
happy feeling of friendship, of having 
gained something, of having become 
richane-at a pleasant experience any- 
how, if nothing more. 

Quite at the beginning of the war I 
met a man, I shall even mention him 
by name, Stanley Washburn, then war 
correspondent of the Times. He came 
‘at a time when my world seemed 
crashing about my ears. All was go- 

ing wrong. The enemy was invading 
‘our country from all sides, And my 
| child, my youngest, my four-year-old 
| bor, was dying of typhoid. : 

I was almost distracted. He, Wash- 
iburn, had a heart. It hurt him to 
| see me in such distress and somehow, 
for some reason, I felt at home with 
him. He was clever, sympathetic, he 
wanted to help. He used to give me 
good advice. He believed in me, and 
vet we were so different—had come 
from widely-separated parts of the 
world, lived different lives, been dif- 
ferently educated. Yet there we were 
—good friends almost from the first 
hand-shake. 

He said to me a word I shall never 
forget, have carried with me_ ever 
since. He saw we were making awful 
mistakes, that our army had no exper- 
ience of the ghastly reality of modern 
warfare, he saw everybody was _ in- 
clined to lose their heads, but he saw 
the good in us all the same and he 
said to me: 

“There is gold in this country. But 
gold must crystallizé round something.

Oncé a.man who did not know me 
but had heard about me—just a jum- 
ble of things good and bad—wrote a 
book and I figured largely in it. He 
must have had a grudge against 
my country or against royalty, or 
only against women. It amused him 
to describe me as a designing, selfish, 
vain monster full of my own interests, 
making me out in fact to be a fraud. 
1 could not defend myself, royalties 
never do. We sit dumbly and let the 
ugly stories roll over our heads.. It 
is our pride,. foolish perhaps, but .it 
has never been’ thought proper for us 
to rise up and defend ourselves. 

An American ‘woman to whom I 
had once been kind and ‘hospitable, 
took up her pen, refuting the slander 
of the man who for some dark reason 
of his own wanted to blacken one 
who had never done him harm. That 
woman stood bravely up and would 
not allow things to be said of a woman 


d|she had learned to love, whom she had 


seen at work, doing her duty brave- 
ly through many difficulties and in 
the face of God knows what odds. 

We had shaken hands, she and I, 
had btoken bread together and she 
remembered the fine old laws of 
friendship. Though I was a queen 
and she an American, she cried out 
the truth to the world and put her 
Mrs. Mebane. 

Longs To Visit United States. 

I have met Americans everywhere, 
in my own country and abroad. One, 
a very dear friend, perhaps she would 
not like me to mention her name be- 
cause she is so modest, has worked 
hand-in-hand with me for 10 years, 
but our friendship dates back to more 
than 20. The great bond between us 
is love. Love “of humanity, ‘leve of 
good, love of work, beauty, order, jus- 
tice. Love of peace. 

Now my great dream remains to 
know Americans in their own homes, 
to meet my friends who taught me 
American geography because of the 
many places from which they had 
come. 

When I think back I remember so 

many dear faces, so many interesting 
talks. I mere been so grateful a 
your Y. M. A. and your Y. W. 
A. We tty worked together, we “till 
write to each other. Indeed I get 
letters from all corners of your great 
country. 

My dearest pride is that I think not 
one of your countrymen or women 
went away from my room without the 
feeling that he would like to come 
again.

The pronouncement by a state legis- 
lator that the “teaching of evolution 
in schools is in conflict with the Bi- 
ble is not within their province. The 
question of whether a legislature can 
regulate the curriculum of a school is 
absolutely novel.” 

Mr. Neal declared the defense also 
would attempt ‘to prove that the 
recently enacted law clashes with the 
requirements of. state constitution, 
that the “legistature must cherish 
science.” He predicted that the the- 
ory of evolution would bg defined in 
the argument before the gourt, but 
doubted that the truth or falsity of 
the doctrine would arise. 

Defense counsel asserted his belief 
that if Scopes were convicted and 
his conviction upheld the people of 
Tennessee would force the repeal of 
the law through a rigid enforcement 
which would create public feeling 
against it. 

Clarence Darrow, of Chicago, and 
Dudley Field Malone, of New York, 
offfered to assist in the defense and 
will confer with Scopes and his at- 
torney tomorrow,
